NEW ACT TO PROTECT AMATEUR RADIO IN USA 


The Amateur Radio Spectrum Protection Act of 2003 has now been introduced 
in both chambers of Congress. The measures, an ARRL initiative, have been 
introduced twice before in Congress. ARRL President Jim Haynie, W5JBP, 
believes this third time could be the proverbial charm. 


SUPPORT GROWING FOR FAVORABLE 40-METER REALIGNMENT 
PLANS 


With World Radio Communication Conference 2003 (WRC-03) set to start in 
just about three months in Geneva, support is growing for two favorable pro- 
posals to create a 300 kHz worldwide 40 meter allocation. ARRL and the 
International Amateur Radio Union ([ARU) seek a return to the 300 kHz allo- 
cation that existed worldwide prior to World War II but that now exists only 
in the Americas. 


Delegates to WRC-03 will attempt to address—and possibly eliminate—the over- 
lap on 40 meters between amateurs in the Americas (Region 2) and broadcasters 
elsewhere (Regions 1 and 3).
